LOUISVILLE, Ky.—The Non- 
Partisan committee for the School 
Amendment wants each of Ken¬ 
tucky's 25,000 teachers to con¬ 
tribute $1 toward promotional I 
work for passage of an amend¬ 
ment to make the superintendent 
of public instruction appointed in- | 
stead of elected. 

The amendment is to be voted 
on in the general election Nov. 5. 

The committee made its finan¬ 
cial appeal yesterday in letters to 
some 220 school superintendents. 
The letter was signed by David | 
McClellan, Horse Cave, district. 
chairman of the State Parent | 
Teachers Association. 

The letter asked contributions 
be sent to the Kentucky Educa¬ 
tion Association office here which 
has supported the amendment, 
but has no connection with the 
committee. 

J. Marvin Dodson, KEA execu¬ 
tive secretary, said the amend¬ 
ment provides 

1. That a nine-member board 
of education, appointed by the 
governor, name the superinten¬ 
dent of public instruction. 

2. That board members be ap¬ 
pointed for nine-year terms with 
one member’s term expiring each 
year. 

3. That resignations be filled 
by the remaining members.. 

Dodson said the staggered terms 
of members would mean each 
governor would appoint only four 
during his administration. 

Dodson said his organization is 
not connected with the committee 
but agreed to act as a collecting 
point for contributions. 

James L. Sublett of Frankfort, 
assistant superintendent of pub¬ 
lic instruction, said the Education 
Dept, has no connection with the 
committee. He added any fund 
raising activities “are on their 
own.”

If you 
stepped on one with your bare 
foot, my friend, you’d better get 
to a doctor, quick. . . Honor 

bright, now, can they hurt a- 
body? If they can't why did peo¬ 
ple want to keep me skipping 
around these things? 

Turtles and grampuses were 
other perils we had to keep an 
eye out for, too.

I was unusally shy of these 
critters during Dog Days, for that 
was usually a time of drouth and 
there wouldn’t be any thunder 
sometimes for weeks.

Points For Prize Fruits 
And Vegetables at Fair 

What are th e characteristics 
that make some jars of canned 
fruits or vegetables at the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair blue-ribbon win¬ 
ners? 

Here are the most important 
points as been by Miss Elizabeth 
Helton and Mrs. Lucille Warren, 
UK Extension foods specialists, 
who will judge the canned foods 
at the Fair. 

The food should have the nat¬ 
ural color of freshly cooked pro¬ 
ducts. They should appear to be 
young and tender, neither tough 
and stringy nor under-mature. I 
Both fruits and vegetables have 
their best texture, color, flavor 
and nutritive value when they are 
at their prime maturity. 

The jar should show good use 
of space, being neither too crowd¬ 
ed nor too loosely packed. The 
liquid should be clear and free 
of sediment and right in amount 
for the food used. 

One-half inch head space should 
be provided for all foods except 
com, shelled beans and peas all 
of which need from *4 to 1 inch 
head space. 

A1I spots and soil should have 
been removed in preparation. 

The pieces of fruit or vegetable 
should be about the same shape 
and size. The product should be 
of firm quality, rather than mu¬ 
shy, ragged or over-cooked Fan¬ 
cy, elaborate packs are not ap¬ 
proved, as they require too long j 
time for packing. 

There should be no signs of! 
spoilage, such as gas bubbles, 
molds, leaky seals, cloudy liq¬ 
uid, or white sediment in the bot¬ 
tom of the jar. 


, For a cheese sauce for vegetab¬ 
les of all kinds, add *4 cup grated !

Fire Warning Issued 
By District Forester 

The eastern section of Kentucky 
and particluarly the Northeast¬ 
ern District is in the grips of one 
of the worst druughts in living 
memory. Tobacco crops are mostly 
poor to fair, streams have dried 
up, and wells are going dry. Our 
hills are taking on a premature 
fall coloring. The forest fire dan¬ 
ger is extremely high and wiM 
remain so until there is a general 
heavy rain with many subsequent 
rains’. The way this Fall is shap¬ 
ing up it looks like another '52 ■ 
'53 fire year. 

The District Forester of the 
Northeastern District said that 
last week 18 fires on private land? 
burned over 360 acres of forest 
land in a three day period. Be¬ 
cause of•the long dry summer, 
these fires burned as much as four 
inches of the soil away right 
down to the rock. 

The District Forester said that 
the Division of Forestry is ap¬ 
preciative of the way everyone 
us cooperating in reporting forest 
fires to the Division. An early 
report means, in most eases, a 
smaller fire in the end, if the fire 
control personnel are not already 
tied up on another fire.

Extreme care should be exerci.,- 
ed in the use of fire and in our 
smoking hibits. Observe the lira 
laws, a copy of which may be 
obtained from Box 355, More¬ 
head, Kentucky. Fight fires ‘a 
your vicinity until help arrives. 
The easiest and best way to con¬ 
trol a wild fire is to remove the 
fuel from its path- This is done 
by raking, with ‘any tool avail¬ 
able ,a path about eighteen in¬ 
ches wide, clear down to mineral 
soil. The best place to start your 
path is at the head of the fire, in 
front of the direction it is burn¬ 
ing. Stop its forward run and then 
control the fires sides and rear. 

Caution your neighbors about 
burning. Their fires may burn 
opto your land. Arrange with 
your neighbors for help before a 
fire occurs.
